Something to 
think about!

A short time ago, when removing a 
hunting weight barrel, | found that | 
didn’t have a proper size tapered bush- 
ing to fit the barrel. 

Being in somewhat of a hurry plus not 
wishing to save the barrel | clamped the 
barrel in one of my “V” block vises which 
we make for switching barrels on bench- 
rest rifles. 

With a break-over bar and a short pipe 
| really “cranked” on the barrel, about 3” 
in front of the breech, so that the alumin- 
um vise would get a good hold. 

No problem! The action came right off 
and the vise held the barrel with no 
sweat. 

However, when | removed the barrel 
and ran my hand over the area which had 
been clamped, | found four distinct de- 
pressions where the vee’s of the vise had 
been. 

Upon inspection of the bore | could 
see that the outside depressions had 
become “bulges” on the inside of the 
barrel. 

Even though this barrel was to be 
discarded | had a rather strange feeling 
regarding the use of a “V” type vise, 
especially since | was making them for 
retail. 

The diameter of the barrel, where 
clamped, was somewhere around .900 
so | figured this may have been the 
problem. 

| grabbed up a 1.250 diameter barrel 
stub from my cut off saw and clamped it

in the “V” block vise and just tightened 
the bolts finger tight. 

Using reamer pilots as gauges, we 
have them in .0001 jincrements, | found 
one that would just pass through the 
bore of the stub with only slight 
pressure. 

Now the vise was tightened normally 
without help of a “cheater bar” and | 
found that it required a pilot .0003 
smaller to pass through the bore. 

When the vise was loosened the bore 
returned to the original size. 

If | really tightened the vise beyond 
normal the bore would close as much as 
.0005 but would always return to the 
starting size when the vise was loose. 

Feeling that maybe the “V” block vise 
wasn’t the correct thing to use | went 
through the whole routine with my 
standard shop vise which is 2” wide and 
used bushings so that there is a near 
perfect fit from vise to bushing to barrel. 

Using a 1.250 diameter barrel stub | 
found that the same conditions could be 
incurred as with the “V” block vise. 

Either way the bore diameter was re- 
duced when the barrel was clamped but 
did always return to the starting 
diameter when the vise was loosened. 

This of course made me feel relieved 
regarding the “V” block type vise but 
then the thought occurred to me, “I 
wonder what is happening on all the un- 
restricted rifles that are using a barrel 
block to clamp those rigs together.” 

It's something to think about!

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Product 
Report 


There have been a number of discus- 
sions about priming and primers in this 
column. Seems there are other gents 
that are interested in the subject also. 
Homer Culver suggested to Fred Sin- 
clair that he make up a tool that will 
correct any differences in primer pocket 
depth and level off the bottom of the 
pocket, thereby eliminating all the error 
within the pocket. Such a tool is now 
being made by Sinclair, Inc. It is called a 
primer pocket uniforming tool. 

The tool is made up on octagon stock, 
two and one half inches long and one 
half inch across flats. At each end is a 
protruding cutter ajusted and locked in 
place with an allen screw requiring a 
1/16" allen wrench. Both size primer 
pockets can be correct with this tool. 
The price is $16.00 plus postage. 

| selected some new Federal brass that 
had been prepared for match use and 
was unfired. This is a good lot of brass, 
the pocket depth runout was only a total 
of .0013” difference for the twenty cases. 
| found that the quickest and most 
accurate means of setting up the primer 
pocket uniformer was to back off the set 
screw and with a .002” feeler gage 
between the tool and case head hold 
pressure on the case against the feeler 
gage and tighten the set screw. This 
proved to be very satisfactory. | cleaned 
up the twenty cases and then checked 
the pocket depths for uniformity. The 
maximum error on my first try with good 
basic brass was .0001”. 

The next test was made with 
something other than a quality lot of 
brass, this time .308 Remington-Peters 
Match brass. The pocket depth error for 
twenty cases was .0055”, the bottoms far 
from level. After using the Sinclair tool, 
all were within .001", as good as could 
be expected. 

The tool should not be used to clean 

primer pockets for the carbon will

promptly remove the keen edge of the 
cutters. Another item that must be taken 
into consideration is that in all prob- 
ability co-ax priming will fail to seat the 
primer fully to the bottom of the primer 
pocket because the pocket will often be 
deeper than the co-ax priming pin will 
reach below the head of the case. For 
those who prefer to feel their primers 
bottom in the pocket there is no 
problem. 

The Culver primer pocket uniforming 
tool does just what it is designed to do. 
With a little practice and experience, 
every primer pocket can be made alike. If 
the basic brass has large errors to start 
with the errors can be brought down to 
acceptable levels. The tool is so effec- 
tive in cutting away brass that some care 
is required to prevent getting carried 
away and making the pockets deeper 
than necessary to clean up the bottom of 
the pocket. Also, some brass, as in the 
case of some lots of Federal, will be 
found to have pockets that tapered 
toward the flash hole. All that we require 
to get the job done is to clean up the 
outside diameter of the hole where the 
primer anvil will make contact. 

Fred Sinclair has another new item 
that is rather handy. Often in the middle 
of a match we find our brass case has 
become a bit too long and needs some 


trimming. A case trimmer is not always at 
hand. Fred has come up with alittle case 
trimmer that is but one and a half inches 
long made up on 5/8" octagon stock. An 
internal cutter is adjusted and held in 
place with an allen set screw. The end of 
the tool is tapered and will accommo- 
date any case shoulder angle. The case 
shoulder makes contact with the tapered 
hole and controls the level of trimming. 
These trimmers are currently available in 
22 and 6mm calibers. 

The trimmer is compact enough to get 
lost in your shooting kit and when 
teamed up with the little Lee case 
deburring tool takes up no room at all. 
The initial setting is a trial and error 


operation, but once set will stay the 
same. The tool is only fully effective with 
fired cases. If we full lenght reside the 
cases first, we will probably have some 
slight differences in shoulder location 
which will effect the amount of brass 
cut away. With fired cases, we can get 
every case the same length without 
difficulty. The price is $16.00 per caliber 
plus postage. 

Another new Sinclair item is a 
universal handle to grip case heads 
when turning necks with a case neck 
turning hand tool. This handle will grip 
any case from the .222 Remington up 
through the big belted magnums. The 
handle is tightened down on the rear of 
the case body forward of the rim and 
around the web section of the case. 
Things stay put with just minor snugging 
up of the allen screw which require a 
1/8" allen wrench. If you get carried 
away you will collapse the case body.

Dear Dave, 


A couple years ago at one of the 
Nationals we were sitting around in our 
many bull sessions that we had there and 
the subject was brought up of making 
bullets. | think that everybody there 
except one was in the consensus that it is 
one of the most boring jobs there is and 
one of the subjects that was brought up 
was cutting lead cores. 

| voiced my opinion that cutting the 
lead cores to size was the worst. 
Someone there (for the love of the al- 
mighty, | can’t remember who) said it 
was not too bad of a job with his Art 
Gerard Core Cutter. | asked, “What was 
the features of this cutter?” He 
proceeded to say he cuts the lead in 
lengths of two feet then vertically feeds 
the lead into the cutter, so it’s gravity fed. 
So right after the Nationals when | was 
home, | designed up one that was quite 
elaborate. Then | started to think, maybe 
that individual had too much Jack 
Daniels and he was just pulling my leg. 
Not to waste my time, | took my Clymer 
lead wire cutter and bolted it to some 
junk steel we had around the shop then 
welded it up and soon found that it 
worked so good that | did not bother to 
make that fancy elaborate one that | 
designed. In my opinion, it is about 50% 
more efficient over using it in the 
horizontal position and a one heck ofa 
lot easier. | have found that cutting the 
wire to about three feet long works best 
in this rig but you can actually make it 
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longer by making your guide longer too 
by increasing the length of the DET-E. 

If you decide to build one, | would 
check on transferring the holes from 
your existing Clymer cutter, | do not 
know the Clymer lead wire cutter 
tolerances from cutter to cutter that he 
manufactures. 

The welded fabrication can be made of 
either cold rolled steel or machinesteel. It 
can be either purchased at a steel service 
center generally located in all larger 
cities. It is saw cut, which is preferable, 
or flame cut, which can be filed to make it 
look decent. | do suggest that you drill 
and tap all holes before you weld all the 
details (DET) together. The two front 1/4 
twenty screws are very important. Their 
function is that they act as a stop for 
for the handle both ways. If you vary 
from my drawing or sketch, | suggest 
that you take two C clamps and attach 
them to the top plate to establish the best 
working stroke of the handle. Incidental- 
ly, they do not have to be screws for they 
could be welded pieces of steel to the 
fabrication. 

Dave, | think most of the people who 
are not familiar with this type of machin- 
ing would talk to a friend who is a ma- 
chininst or toolmaker and I’m sure the in- 
formation here is enough for somebody 
who has a little knowledge in machine 
trades.

6PPC, really buzzing along will have less 
wind drift. Buth the 6PPC still has too 
much drift at 200 yards when the wind is 
howling, and there’s an idiot like me be- 
hind the buttplate. 

So maybe this will be my winter project 
for that Weber #2 action with the large 
bolt face that | just purchased from you. A 
heavy bench gun, 25-30 pounds, able to 
move .30 caliber bullets FAST ENOUGH 
to have less wind deflection. 

| don’t want to go to a belted magnum 
case. At the IBS Nationals, one evening a 
few of us, after a certain amount of con- 
sumption of cold beer, were talking about

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Dear Dave, 

Regards a high velocity, wind bucking 
30. Back in the 60’s when | was doing well 
in competition shooting a 308 with 168 
grain bullets, my favorite load was 32 
grains of 3031. | don’t know what the vel- 
ocity was, but it was certainly low! The 
light load made the 30 much easier to 
shoot (control recoil) and | could see 
very little difference between it and a 
“hot” load regard wind drift. Back then, 
when the 30’s were doing so well in com- 
petition, | believe it was due mostly to 
the fact that the better shooters were us- 
ing them. True, on certain days under 
certain adverse conditions you would be 
better off with a 30. But, in the long run 
the 22’s and 6’s seem to do better even 
though they don't “buck” the wind as well. 
| believe this to be due to several things. 
In today’s competition you have to havea 
superbly accurate rifle. | have never seen 
a 30 that would deliver the accuracy now 
being achieved with the 22’s and 6's. The 
more accurate a rifle is, the better you 
can dope conditions. This is very evident 
by looking at the very small aggregates 
now being shot in wind and mirage con- 
ditions. A mediocre shooter with a 30 isn’t 
going to beat a good shooter with a 22 on 
the average. The name of the game is to 
win first place. If you make a bad mistake 
in dopeing a condition, it’s not going to 
matter if the shot is blown out 1” with a30 
or 2” with a 22. You are still going to be 
blown out of first place.

|, like many older bench shooters, have 
tried in vain to shoot consistently with a 
308 in regular competition. 

Entirely too much movement during 
recoil, it is not the “hurt” part of the 
additional recoil, it’s the extra movement 
that makes them impossible to shoot in a 
varmint rifle. 

It's just impossible to control that 
movement so that everything stays the 
same, shot to shot. 

Bear in mind that it take no more than 
.005 of aninch, at 100 yards, movement in 
the rear bag to displace a shot 2" or more 
on the target. 

This means that the “big jumper’ best 
not move any more than .0005 of an inch 
if you expect to keep up with the “hot 
dogs”. 

Heavier bullets than we are now using 
will just increase the rifle movement 
during recoil no matter what caliber they 
are. 

| also have serious doubts if the 30 
caliber has that much more “wind 
breaking” ability. 

Some years ago, while shooting at 300 
yards at Boone, N.C., three of us sat 
down one evening to see what the 
difference was between the 22, 6 and 30. 

| was shooting a 308 and the other two 
shooters were using a 222 and a 6 x 47, 
we would all fire at the same time so that 
conditions were the same. 

The drift difference between the three 
rifles was noticeable to a minor degree 
but what was highly noticeable was that 
they all drifted to the point where you 
could ruin a decent group.

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I’m afraid if one is looking for an edge 
with the wind it’s going to come only from 
spending more time learning how to 
dope it! 

Our quest is not to try to “shoot 
through” the wind but to out shoot the 
shooter who is doping the wind better 
than we are. 

None of these rifles shoot themselves, 
they have to be driven correctly!

WIND DEFLECTION 


| got out my calculator and started to 
do a mess of Wind Deflection Calcula- 
tions when | remembered seeing some 
Wind Deflection Tables in the Sierra 
Handbook. Lo and behold they had al- 
ready done it. 

Starting with the 52 grain Hollow Point 
Boat Tail and the 53 grain Flat Base 
(tables give them the same deflections), 
at 3200 the deflection in a10 MPH cross 
wind is 1.02 inches at 100 yards and 4.33 
inches at 200 yards. Jumping up the vel- 
ocity to 3400 FPS gives .95 inches at 100 
yds. and 4.00 inches at 200 yds. A gain of 
.07" at 100 and .33” at 200. 

These differences are infinitesimal 
when compared to the laws of chance as 
applied to wind doping. On top of this 
the formulae assume that the bullet flies 
straight on all the way. 

The 60 to 62 grain HPBT 6 MM bullets 
have exactly the same deflections at the 
same velocities as the 22 cal. above. The 
70 grain HPBT is slightly better, but the 
difference is not really significant. It 
defects .90 inches at 3200 at 100 yds. 
and .84 inches at 3400. 

To really get measurable improvement 
in Wind deflection a large increase in 
ballistic coefficient is required. | have 
limited the top velocity to 3400 FPS be- 
cause anything much above this runs 
into metal fouling and the resultant 
poor accuracy. 

Here is a table assembled from the 
Sierra Handbook along with a few 
calculations:

That experimental 6MM 105 grain has 
an extremely long point and a short boat 
tail. Its actual velocity with 46.5 grains of 
4831 in the 6 MM Rem. case through a 
27.75" barrel is 3074 FPS, so its calculated 
10 MPH deflection is close to 1/2 inch at 
100 yd. 

Wind deflection formula is: 

Deflection in inches Wind velocity 

(inches per second) times the lag time 

in seconds. 

100 yd. lag time=time of flight minus 300 

(seconds) muzz. vel 
FPS 

100 yd. time of flight can be very closely 
approximated by using the average of 
muzzle and 100 yd. velocities. This aver- 
age should then be divided into the 300 
feet of range to obtain the 100 yd. time of 
flight in seconds. 

Example: average 100 yd. velocity is 

3000 feet per second. 
Time of flight is 300 ft. =.100 seconds 
3000 FPS vel. 

We can conclude from this study that 
increases in velocity give us very little in 
improved Wind deflection. We can also 
conclude that increases in ballistic co- 
efficient improve Wind deflection signif- 
icantly. In fact by rule of thumb, doubl- 
ing the ballistic coefficient halves the 
Wind deflection. We could conclude as 
well that velocity increases are even less 
effective in improving Wind deflection as 
the ballistic coefficient goes up.

Dear Dave, 


In response to your query on larger 
caliber/heavier bullets, I’m sorry I’ve not 
had the opportunity to do any extensive 
comparativetesting, so can only offer my 
Opinion, which follows. 

In my experience, using as criteria that 
which brings home the most trophies, 
I've had the most success with lighter 
weight bullets at high velocities. My best 
performance over the past three years 
has been with a 62% to 63g. bullet in the 
6PPC with a velocity of 3.450 F.P.S. 

| am somewhat recoil sensitive, and 
don’t believe | could shoot a high 
velocity .30 cal. 10% Ib. gun all day 
without developing a flinch. 

Used to shoot a .308 50 Ib. unlimited 
rifle a few years ago, but never with any 
real success. As an older benchrest 
shooter sitting beside me in a match one 
weekend once said, “Son, the wind will 
move a Boeing 747. If you think there’s 
any advantage to flinging them footballs 
down-range, | suggest you compare our 
targets.” He was in the process of 
drubbing me unmercifully with a .222.

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a movement of .030” to attain identical 
aiming points on the record and sighter 
targets. To be quite truthful, this figure 
was somewhat less than either Fred or | 
expected. Mind you, too, that this “rifle” 
uses rest spacings which are somewhat 
less than with your average Varmint 
Class rifle. 

Having rubbed shoulders with many 
of the big name benchrest shooters this 
summer, I’ve been exposed to any 
number of theories as to why | all-too- 
frequently end up on the comic relief 
end of the tally sheet when things are 
totted up at the end of a match. One of 
the things I’ve heard mentioned more 
frequently than usual this summer deals 
with the notion of bag movement. More 
specifically the notion that the least 
possible manipulation of the rear bag 
will lead to smaller groups. 

Going back to the rail gun, we found it 
takes .030” of rifle movement to attain 
8" of movement on the 100-yard target 
(the distance between the center of the 
10 ring on the sighter target and the 10 
ring on the record target.) This figures 
to .00093+" of rifle movement to shift 
the point of impact one ring (.25") on the 
target. No matter how you cut it, that’s 
damn little in the way of movement to 
get into a whole bunch of trouble with 
today’s small group shooters. 

And still another problem has reared 
its ugly head, that of bore fouling. Hav- 
ing long been in the habit of leaving my 
rifle bores wet with Hoppe’s No. 9 during 
storage, I’ve used the first patch through 
the “stored bore” to look for an indica- 
tion of fouling — green on the patch 
telling me something had been left there 
for the Hoppe’s to work on during the 
storage period. We've recently discov- 
ered it ain't necessarily so! Barrels which 
were thought to be clean were found, on 
inspection with a bore scope, to be 
fouled — some rather badly — with

“One Step” Action Cleaner. All parts of 
the tool are plastic to prevent scratch- 
ing up the chamber of action and is 
supplied with three of the two type felts 
which are used with the tool. The 
instructions that come with the action 
cleaner, if given some attention, made 
this avery easy tool to properly adjust for 
your rifle. Also the instructions give the 
procedure to follow to cut the felts to fit 
the Springfield and Wichita actions. 

| have had three of these in use for the 
past year and they clean like a bandit. 
The felts are easily washed out with 
degreaser and will take alot of use to 
wear Out. | keep one on the bench and 
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when coming in from the range, squirt 
some degreaser on the felts and 
cleaning patch and wipe out the inside of 
the action and chamber, removing all 
bore cleaner, carbon and other gook 
very nicely. Then another is used that is 
dry to finish up the job. Quick and 
effective.

Cleaning brushes: Most local gun 
stores carry cleaning brushes that are 
somewhat small for the bore and often 
the steel cores. A brush that goes 
through the bore with little effort simply 
isn’t doing a very good job. And they 
wear out, even when of proper size. Steel 


cores offer the chance that we can 
scratch up the inside of a good barrel 
and the current cost of a match quality 
barrel is such that we hope to get 
maximum service and life from our 
barrels. 

The advertisers in P.S. who cater to the 
benchrest shooter can supply .224", 
6MM and .308 cleaning brushes that are 
the proper size for the bore and with 
brass cores. These brushes will be found 
to be tight at first and last a reasonable 
time in use. They are recommended by 
every barrel maker | have had contact 
with for proper cleaning. Don’t reverse 
them in the bore or use a scrubbing 
action. It breaks down the brush in short 
order. Three to five passes with a proper 
fitting bush with bore cleaner and drying 
out the bore with three to five properly 
fitting patches, and the bore should be 
ready for the next relay. And keep the 
cleaning rod straight and in line with the 
bore!!! A bowed cleaning rod outside the 
bore will bow the rod within the bore and 
is harmful to the rifling. At every match | 
see competitors elevating the handle of 
their cleaning rod as the rod is entering 
and being withdrawn back through the 
bore. An action cleaning guide will not 
prevent bowing of the rod inside the 
bore. Keep it straight!

What prompted me to try jacket boring 
was that in 1978, '79, | could not get 
uniform jackets from the three suppliers 
| had tried. With the abundant supply of 
poor jackets | decided to try boring. 

The enclosed photo is the rig | came 
up with: The moter is a 1725 rpm with 
pulley ratio of 2 to 1 which gives over 
3000 rpm under load. Two quills, 224 
and 6mm. Left handle to eject jacket. 
Right handle to insert jacket and car- 
riage travel. No lead screw, carriage 
travel is controlled by a heavy duty 
hydraulic adjustable door closer. The 
carriage is designed for free travel to 
insert unbored jacket. Jackets are pre 
sized for proper fit in quill collet and are

in serted and ejected with motor run- 
ning.Carriage bed is adjustable for any 
jacket taper. 

Operation: Jacket is placed on pin 
and rotated to stop and inserted with 
carriage free travel. After jacket is 
inserted, the pin is rotated up and boring 
procedure is done. Retract boring bar 
and rotate pin to stop and eject jacket 
over pin. Rotate pin out and up to 
remove bored jacket and place on an- 
other to be inserted and bored. This 
operation can be done at a rate of about 
200 per hour after a little practice. 

Testing was done in Sam Wilson’s 
tunnel and there seems to be no advan- 
tage to boring if jackets are under .0002 
discrepancy, .100 up from base; how-

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1982 IBS Annual Meeting 


1. Accept or reject changes made at 
the 1981 Annual Meeting and used over 
the past year. 

2. Change Section V B Registration 
Fee page 14 of our rule book to reflect 
the action taken by the executive board 
in May 1982 agreeing with NBRSA to 
reciprocally honor each others member- 
ship cards at registered matches. 

3. Adopt the “Cruiser Class” (under 
20 Ibs.) as a new class and give trophies 
for either 2 gun combination of LV-HV 
or HV-HB. 

4. Require host clubs to furnish large 
sight-in target boards for warm-up 
matches and replace targets as needed. 
This is for shooters who have had scope 
problems or for some other reason 
cannot get on target. 

5. Following actions taken at this 
annual meeting a committee will revise 
the IBS rule book bringing it up to date 
with the changes made since the last 
printing. Upon completion of this task 
1000 copies are to be printed and made 
available to members at the usual cost. 

6. Change Item |, Section 3, Article K 
(time limits) to read “For the first match 
of the day or the first match after a 
change of distance, 12 minutes shall be 
allowed for a 10 shot match and 10 
minutes for a 5 shot match. For all other 
matches 9 minutes shall be allowed for 
10 shots and 7 minutes for 5 shots. Not 
less than 20 minutes shall be allowed 
between the end of one relay of one 
event and the start of the same relay of 
the next event.” 

7. Change Heavy Bench class time 
limit from 12 to 10 minutes and Varmint 
class time limit from 7 to 5 minutes for 
all registered matches. 

8. Eliminate all warm-up matches. 

9. At all registered matches except 
those in Hunter Class, substitute a 3 
minute sight in period for the warm-up 
match. This time period may be extend- 
ed up to, but not exceeding 10 minutes 
before the start of the record matches. 
10. Eliminate that part of the rule under 
Part I, Section I, Item B, article 13 which 
reads in part “or to the other; and each 
shall be movable independently of the 
other.” as this rule applies to the Heavy 
Benchrest Rifle. Allow Benchrest Rifle 
stands (rests) to be attached or inde- 
pendent. 

11. As cross firing on another target is 
just as much of an error as a shot outside 
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AGENDA 


the target border the penalty should be 
the same. 
12. Change Part |, Section II, article M 
to eliminate paragraph one and replace 
it with the following: Required number 
of shots — any target having less than 
the required number of shots, or having 
any shot (other than the first sighting 
shot) outside of (and not touching) the 
border line on the record target will be 
penalized one minute of angle for each 
shot missing or for each shot outside 
the border line. A shot above the top line 
of the sighter target will be a record shot 
unless it is the first shot. However, the 
competitor must report it to the range 
master before firing continues. Refer to 
NBRSA rule 14(c). 
13. Add a rule to require pre-registra- 
tion of competitors for championship 
events to allow for better planning on 
the part of the host range. The pre-re- 
gistration should be 30 days in advance 
of the event and be fully refundable if 
the competitor cannot attend. A man- 
datory late fee will be assessed for 
walk-ins. 
14. Hold the Heavy Bench champion- 
ship separate from the Varmint champ- 
ionship (except for the 200/300 yard 
event). Allow the Heavy Bench cham- 
pionship to be fired at either yardage 
or meter distances using all the same 
trophies and awards. 
15. Allow the Varmint/Sporter champ- 
ionships to be fired at either yardage or 
meter distances using all the same tro- 
phies and awards. 
16. Change Part |, Section |, Sub group 
B, Paragraph 13 (Rests) article (d) to 
read: “Sand bag shall be a bag without 
additions (including tape, rubber bands, 
etc.) containing a dry, finely divided 
non-metallic substance such as, but not 
limited to, sand, gravel or grain, without 
additive. The bag with sand is to be at 
least 14 inch thick over its entire surface. 
The bag must be without additives, other 
than described above, and must be able 
to be deflected at least 1/, inch with finger 
pressure at any point. The portion which 
contacts the rifle shall contact the entire 
width of the surface under the for end. 
The rear sandbag shall be a bag, or 
combination of bags, containing sand 
or other finely divided non-metallic 
substances. The bag must be able to be 
deflected horizontally at least 1/, inch 
with finger pressure at any point. Ad- 


ditions to the read bag are disallowed. 
These would include boards, cleats, 
rubber, tape, etc.) 

17. Consider a change in Sporter to 
limit weight to 914 pounds with no other 
changes. This class of rifle is to be added 
to the course of fire at our champion- 
ships and would be included in a 4 gun 
aggregate or award. 

18. World record certificates are to be 
awarded to all competitors breaking a 
record for group and/or aggregate 
regardless of a smaller record being 
fired in the same match or tournament. 
Certificates are also to be awarded 
retroactively, but the burden of proof 
for eligibility will be on the applicant. 
19. One hundred and two hundred yard 
events shall not be fired on the same day 
for the same gun. 

20. Move the IBS Annual Meeting from 
its usual January date to the time of the 
International Varmint Championship 
matches. 

21. Change Hunter Rifle Rules, Section 
2 Rifles, Item H to delete “Target mounts 
not allowed.” 

22. IBS will sanction and register a 300 
yard course of fire for Hunter class rifles. 
23. Change Hunter Rifle Rules, Section 
2, Item B to read: “Re-barreling, re- 
stocking and special triggers permitted. 
Must have an operative safety as part of 
the action or bolt mechanism. 

24. Eliminate the mechanical safety 
device requirement for Hunter Class 
rifles. 

25. Change Hunter Rifle Rules, Section 
2, Item G to read: “The magazine shall 
hold two or more loaded rounds of 
ammunition.” 

26. Consider revising the scoring pro- 
cedure for a two day aggregate in Hunt- 
er Class. 

27. Add the following to Hunier Rifle 
Rules, Section 4, Item F: “Scoring plug 
is to be placed in the target by the official 
scorer and not removed until a decision 
is made. If the scorer cannot arrive at a 
decision then it is to be made by the 
referees before the plug is removed. At 
this time the letter P is to be placed by 
the score. 

28. Select a standard weekend in Jan- 
uary for conducting the Annual Meeting. 


29. Revert back to 6mm and 30/30 
minimum case capacity for Hunter 
Class.

It is quickly becoming apparent — in 
100/200/300-yard matches, the secret is 
to stay alive at 100 yards, do fairly well at 
200 and get hot at 300. 

Ed Watson and James Jarrett both 
used this formula to win matches at 
Watuga Gun Club over the Labor Day 
weekend. 

Watson, Greenville, SC, won the 
Sporter match, finishing first at 300 
yards, and third at 100. Jarrett, Jackson, 
SC, captured the Light Varmint match, 
taking first going away at 300 yards and 
fifth at 200. 

A number of possible NBRSA records 
were set the matches. In the Light 
Varmint competition Jarrett set three 
possible new marks, Jay Fourts and 
Nick Young each set a pair, with James 
Coffey, Watson, J. K. Parker and Neil 
Lafforthun each breaking one old mark. 
In the Sporter, Coffey, and Fletcher 
Williams each set a possible. 

Jarrett’s possibles are, his 300-yard 
aggregate of .2517, the 200/300 ag- 
gregate of .2649 and his 100/200/300 
Grand of .2713. Coffey fired a 200/300 
aggregate of .3336. Fouts had a .2084 
200-yard aggregate and a 200/300 ag- 
gregate of .3371. Young had a .3390 at 
200/300 and a 100/200/300 Grand of 
.2924 and Watson a .2945 100/200/300. 
Parker fired a .478 300-yard group and 
Lafforthun a .458 group at 300. In the 
Sporter there were two possibles at 300- 
yard small groups.
